They will grow about 10 to 12 inches high by the 
time winter kills the tops and this will make good 
protection to the small plants from the winter winds 
and will also help keep the ground from heaving so 
badly. Be sure you use Summer Oats as the Winter 
variety will be hard to clean up in the spring.
